It took from the people tlie right m 
hold their own elertions. It put fraud in the ballot-box 
and politics in the Jury-box. It masqueraded in the er- 
mine and made partisan judgments from the lieiu-h. It 
reversed the eleetinn of the people and made the public 
records a notorious lie. It packed the box of the Legis- 
lature which contained the names from which were drawn 
the Committee of Confeot, and, then, witht^ut shame and 
with a chuckle of triumph, it destroyed that evidence of 
its own infamy.
